Concerning the nomenclature of Japanese mosses, I revised the orthography of 
Wczssza or Weisia, and that of HeterophyIlium, Heterophyllum or Heterophyllon. 
Though Dr. E. L. Little, Jr. already discussed on this subject in Bryologist 46 : 116- 
118 & 123 (1943), this article seems to have been overlooked by Japanese museolo¬ 
gists. Little’s opinion that Welssia Hedw. (1801) should be retained against the 
general use, Weisia, is doubtlessly correct. The retaining of Heterophyllon Kindb. 
(1897), however, should be replaced by Heterophyllum (Schimp.) C. Muller ex 
Kindb. (1894) which is based on Hypnum subgen. Heterophyllum Schimper, Syn. 
Muse. Eur. ed. 2, 2 : 765 (1876) with a latin description. Since Little did not cite 
Schimper’s 2nd edition, presumably he might overlook it.
